tician anil timatour astronomer who is 
deeply interested in leuses. lie has a 
well-appointed workshop, where he 
fashions his vitreous ideas with his 
own hands, 
lie also has an obscvva- 


torv on the top of his home, at Lincoln 
and North 
Park avenues, where he 


reads the heavens on clear nights. 


Some time ago Mr. Gathmann became 


dissatistied with the way his telessope 
failed to penetrate the mysteries of 
the starrv worhl and straightway set 
about milking one of his own on un 
entirely novel principle. 
Instead of a 


single object glass he uaort a composite 
one built up of seven lenses lying in 
the same plane, and he claims Unit 
tills departure not only established the 
correctness of his obtical theory, bat 
has brought facts from the heavens 
inaccessible to oven the great Liolc tel- 
escope. 


He was using his new telescope the 


evening of August 
1'J, scanning the 


moon, then nearly at the full, when 
he made his latest discovery. The in- 
strument, 
by the way, has a seveu- 


ineh aperture. 


"About II o'clock' that evening," said 


Mr. Gathmann, ' Lthe moon was well 
up toward the x.cnith. and the atmos- 
phere was remarkably fa vorable • for 
observation. 
The moon has always 


been a favorite study with me, and I 
never miss an opportunity to study its 
seemingly 
lifeless 
and 
forbidding

William Sliackert Is Stabbed at a 


Dance on Pond Creek 


Saturday Niulit, and Bleeds to 


Deatli In a Few Minutes.

Win.. Sliackert, a Pond creek farmer, 


was killed last Saturday evening about 
S o'clock, while attending a sort of 
combination picnic and dance at Xa.vicr 
l.ordier's, a neighbor. 


He was stabbed several times about 


llie throat and body, bleeding to death 
in a few minutes. The cutting war. np- 
jiareiilly partly done with a knife and 
partly with a razor. 


At the time of the cutting a free-for- 


all light wns in progress, in which 
quite a number of persons were en- 
gaged, and just who did the cutting is 
not quite clear. Suspicion pointed to 
one of two young men, IScii Adams 
and Frank Jones, and the authorities 
fell justified in arresting them and 
placing them in jail. 


Holh men protested their innocence 


in the strongest terms. Of the two 
.lones is probably innocent of any at- 
tempt on -Shackcrt's life, but Adams, 
apparently, will have a serious time in 
convincing a jury that he is innocent. 


As before stated, the killing occurred 


at a sort of picnic given on the farm of 
Xavier Lordier, a I'ond creek citizen 
owning a small farm about a mile from 
the canal.

Adams then jerked out a sling 


shot and threw it al Debo, but missed 
his mark. The latter then drew out a 
big pocket knife, to defend himself, he 
says. Friends interfered and prevented 
further quarrelling then.

Later in the evening Adains and his 


friend Jones, and another man, began 
amusing themselves by letting
